BLIND  PERSONS’  ALLOWANCE 
REGULATIONS 

(Regulations  made  under  the  authority  of  the 
“  Blind  Persons’  Allowances  Act,”  1951.) 

General 
Short  Title 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “  Blind 
Persons’  Allowance  Regulations.” 

Interpretation 

2.  In  these  regulations  the  expression: — - 

( a )  “Investigator”  means  a  person  employed 
to  inquire  into  the  circumstances  of  a 
recipient  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Blind  Persons  Regulations 
(Canada)  to  ascertain  whether  he  is  eligible 
for  an  allowance  and  such  further  benefits 
and  services  as  may  be  available  to  recipi¬ 
ents: 

( b )  “  Social  worker  ”  means  a  person  with  those 
qualifications  generally  associated  with  pro¬ 
fessional  social  work,  employed  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  or  a  municipality  to 
inquire  into  the  need  for  social  assistance, 
help  persons  in  making  application  for  aid 
and  in  general  advise  and  assist  persons 
receiving  various  forms  of  social  assistance: 

(c)  “  Social  Welfare  Branch  ”  means  the  Social 
Welfare  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Welfare. 

Administration 
Duties  of  the  Board 

3.  The  Board  shall: — 

(a)  Meet  not  less  frequently  than  twice  each 
month: 

( b )  Deal  with: — 

(1)  Recommendations  to  the  Minister  in 
respect  to  policy  to  be  followed  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  Act: 

(2)  Administrative  matters  of  a  general 
nature;  and 

(c)  Make  all  decisions  regarding  grants  of  allow¬ 
ance,  increases,  reductions,  suspensions,  re¬ 
instatements,  and  general  adjustments  in 
allowance  payments. 

Duties  of  the  Chairman 

4.  The  Chairman  shall: — 

(a)  Preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  except 
when  unavoidably  absent: 

(b)  Be  responsible  for  seeing  that  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  are  kept;  and 

(c  )  Act  as  chief  executive  officer  of  the  admin¬ 
istration. 

Applications 

5.  (a)  All  applications  for  an  allowance  shall 
be  made  in  duplicate  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Board  in  accordance  with  the  Blind  Persons  Regu¬ 
lations  (Canada). 

(b)  Application  forms  shall  be  provided  by  the 
Board,  district  offices  of  the  Social  Welfare  Branch, 
Government  Agents,  and  municipalities  upon  re¬ 
quest,  free  of  charge. 

{(■)  All  information  respecting  recipients  shall 
be  considered  confidential. 

Id)  Applications  may  be  made  to  the  Board 
direct  or  through  social  workers  or  investigators 
employed  in: — 

(  I )  District  offices  of  the  Social  Welfare  Branch; 
or 

(2)  Municipal  offices  approved  by  the  Board. 
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Investigations 

6.  The  Board  shall  cause  an  investigation  to  be 
made  by  an  investigator  into  the  facts  and  circum¬ 
stances  relating  to: — 

(a)  Every  applicant  for  an  allowance  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  he  is  eligible  for  an  allow¬ 
ance;  and 

( b )  Every  recipient  each  year  to  determine 
whether  he  continues  to  be  eligible  for 
allowance. 

Investigators 

7.  Investigators  used  for  making  the  investiga¬ 
tions  required  by  “  The  Blind  Persons  Act  ”  and 
Regulations  (Canada)  shall  be: — 

(a)  Social  workers  or  other  persons  employed 
by  the  Social  Welfare  Branch;  or

(g)  By  friendly  advice  assist  the  recipient  in  any 
matter  relating  to  the  allowance  and  the 
expenditure  thereof.

OLD-AGE  ASSISTANCE  REGULATIONS 
(Regulations  made  under  the  authority  of  the 
“  Old-age  Assistance  Act,”  1951.) 


General 
Short  Title 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “  Old- 
age  Assistance  Regulations.” 

Interpretation 

2.  In  these  regulations  the  expression:  — 

(a)  “  Investigator  ”  means  a  person  employed  to 
inquire  into  the  circumstances  of  a  recipient 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  Regulations  (Canada) 
to  ascertain  whether  he  is  eligible  for  assis¬ 
tance  and  such  further  benefits  and  services 
as  may  be  available  to  recipients: 

( b )  “  Social  worker  ”  means  a  person  with  those 
qualifications  generally  associated  with  pro¬ 
fessional  social  work,  employed  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  or  a  municipality  to 
inquire  into  the  need  for  social  assistance, 
help  persons  in  making  application  for  aid 
and  in  general  advise  and  assist  persons 
receiving  various  forms  of  social  assistance: 

(c)  “  Social  Welfare  Branch  ”  means  the  Social 
Welfare  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Welfare.

Administration 
Duties  of  the  Board 

3.  The  Board  shall: —

(c)  All  information  respecting  recipients  shall 
be  considered  confidential.

( 1 )  District  offices  of  the  Social  Welfare  Branch; 
or 

(2)  Municipal  offices  approved  by  the  Board. 

Investigations

100.  (I)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Welfare  Institutions  Licens¬ 
ing  Act,”  R.S.B.C.  1948,  chapter  363: 

“  Licence  ”  means  a  licence  issued  pursuant  to 
the  Act: 

“  Licensee  ”  means  the  holder  of  a  licence  issued 
pursuant  to  the  Act: 

“  Renewal  licence  ”  means  a  new  licence  issued 
to  a  person  who  was  the  holder  of  a  licence 
in  respect  of  the  same  welfare  institution  in 
force  up  to  the  date  when  the  new  licence 
comes  into  force: 

“  Welfare  institution  ”  means  a  building  or  part 
of  a  building,  or  a  tent,  or  any  other  struc¬ 
ture,  conducted  or  operated  by  any  person 
and  which  is  used,  in  whole  or  in  part:  — 

( a )  As  a  boarding  home,  orphanage,  or 
other  institution  for  children  wherein  care, 
food,  and  lodging  are  furnished,  with  or 
without  charge,  for  two  or  more  children 
under  fifteen  years  of  age  living  apart  from 
their  parents  or  guardians;  excepting  any 
home  approved  as  a  foster  home  by  the 
Child  Welfare  Division,  Social  Welfare 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Welfare,  and  excepting  any  home  main¬ 
tained  by  a  person  to  whom  the  children 
living  in  that  home  are  related  by  blood  or 
marriage;  or 

( b )  Asa  maternity  home  or  other  institu¬ 
tion  wherein  food  and  lodging  are  furnished, 
with  or  without  charge,  for  two  or  more 
women  residing  therein  apart  from  their 
husbands  (if  any)  during  any  portion  of  the 
three  months  of  their  pregnancy  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  delivery  or  during  any  por¬ 
tion  of  the  three  months  immediately  suc¬ 
ceeding  delivery;  or 

(c)  As  a  refuge,  shelter,  poorhouse, 
boarding  home,  or  other  institution  to  serve 
destitute,  defective,  delinquent,  or  other 
underprivileged  persons,  wherein  food  and 
lodging  are  furnished,  with  or  without 
charge,  for  two  or  more  persons,  who,  on 
account  of  age,  infirmity,  physical  or  mental 
defect,  or  other  disability,  are  unemployable 
and  who  are  destitute  or  are  in  receipt  of 
old-age  pension,  poor  relief,  or  some  other 
form  of  public  assistance  granted  only  to 
persons  who  are  destitute,  excepting  any 
home  maintained  by  a  person  to  whom  such 
inmates  are  related  by  blood  or  marriage;  or 

(d)  As  a  hostel,  shelter,  mission,  refuge, 
or  other  institution  to  serve  unemployed

(6)  Surname,  Christian  name,  and  address 
of  next  of  kin  or  person  to  be  notified 
in  case  of  emergency: 

(7)  Amount  of  maintenance  agreed  upon: 

(8)  Name  and  address  of  person  respon¬ 
sible  for  maintenance: 

(9)  Name  and  address  of  family  physician, 
if  any: 

(10)  In  case  of  children  under  fifteen  years 
of  age,  full  name  and  address  of  both 
parents. 

(b)  As  to  persons  who  are  discharged  from  or 

who  leave  the  institution: — 

( 1 )  The  date  of  discharge  or  leaving: 

(2)  The  reason  for  discharge  or  leaving. 

(c)  As  to  cost  of  operation:  Records  pertaining 

to  operating  costs  of  the  welfare  institution. 

5.  Where  the  licensee  does  not  live  in  the  wel¬ 
fare  institution,  he  shall  notify  the  Chief  Inspector, 
within  twenty-four  hours,  of  any  change  of  his 
address. 

6.  Every  licensee  who  does  not  live  in  the  wel¬ 
fare  institution  shall  place  a  reliable  manager  in 
charge  who  shall  live  in  the  welfare  institution, 
and  when  there  is  a  change  of  management,  the 
licensee  shall  notify  the  Chief  Inspector,  within 
twenty-four  hours,  of  the  name  of  the  new  man¬ 
ager.

“  Welfare  Institution.” 

28.  There  shall  be  a  minimum  of  fifty-four 
square  feet  of  floor-space  per  person  in  each 
sleeping-room. 

29.  Every  licensee  shall  provide  a  single  bed 
with  a  comfortable  spring  and  mattress  for  each 
inmate. 

30.  Every  welfare  institution  shall  have  a  com¬ 
fortable  sitting-room  for  the  use  of  the  residents. 

Regulations  Applicable  Only  to  Welfare  Institu¬ 
tions  for  the  Care  of  Pre-school  Children. 

31.  Every  play-school,  kindergarten,  or  other 
similar  institution  shall  have  a  person  in  charge 
at  all  times  who  is  known  as  supervisor.  The 
supervisor  shall  be  a  person  who: — 

(a)  Has  an  understanding  of  the  welfare  of 
children: 

(h)  Has  a  specialized  knowledge  of  and  ade¬ 
quate  experience  in  pre-school  methods  of 
child-care: 

(c)  Is  suitable  as  to  age,  health,  and  person¬ 
ality  to  occupy  the  position. 
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32.  The  children  admitted  to  a  play-school, 
kindergarten,  or  other  similar  institution  shall  be 
between  the  ages  of  three  and  school  age. 

33.  Where  the  children  are  all  five  years  of  age 
or  over,  there  shall  be  one  supervisor  for  every 
twenty  children.  Where  some  of  the  children  are 
under  five  years,  there  shall  be  one  supervisor  for 
the  first  fifteen  children  and  an  additional  super¬ 
visor  for  every  ten  children  above  this  number.
